said Chief Magee. "It costs at least $20 or $30 for people to 
repair, let alone the post. It most likely is kids late at night 
driving around with baseball bats hanging out of car 
windows. It's starting to get warmer out and school will 
be letting out soon.'' 

Other acts of vandalism include cars being driven 
onto a lawn, destroying materials on a cranberry bog 
and keying cars at Old Colony High School. Chief Magee 
believes that other than the destruction of mailboxes, 
most of the events have been isolated incidents that 
have nothing to do with one another. He believes that 
the keying at Old Colony was a result of two students 
previously arguing with each other. 

Certain streets have been repeatedly targeted. 
Three of the mailbox issues have been on Snipatuit Road. 
Walnut Plain Road and High Street have each had two 
counts as well. 

"I can't stress enough the need for people to 
report these incidents as quickly as possible," said Chief 
Magee. "If you witness it happening at night, please 
report it immediately, not the next day. Waiting a day 
makes it much harder to develop a pattern and to send 
Officers out to investigate. We want everyone to be safe 
and events like these not to happen."

Railroaded

The Taking ofPelham 123. Starring Denzel Washington and 
John Travolta. Directed by Tony Scott. Running time: 106 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

To watch the original The Taking ofPelham One Two 
Three (1974) and then to watch the new remake is to witness, 
irrefutably, the decline of mainstream Hollywood filmmaking. 
Now, the original's director, Joseph Sargent, is no master — he 
also gave us Jaws: The Revenge and Goldengirl. But Sargent is a 
workaday director who can sometimes rise to a good script. On 
the other hand, Tony Scott, the director of the remake, shows 
here that he no longer knows what to do with a good script. 
The premise is pretty much the same, and screenwriter Brian 
Helgeland works up some sharp, pungent dialogue. Scott, 
however, stomps all over everything with his restless, headache- 
inducing Cuisinart style. This director is terrified to lose you for a 
split-second — either that or he gets bored very easily. 

What's funny is that the script introduces backstories 
for its two antagonists — New York subway dispatcher Walter 
Garber (Denzel Washington) and a jeering, tattooed hijacker 
calling himself Ryder (John Travolta) — where there were none 
in the 1974 film. Schlumpy Walter Matthau was on one side, ice- 
cold Robert Shaw was on the other, and we knew nothing about 
them other than what they did and said in the film. Here, we meet 
Garber 's wife and we hear about Ryder's past life as a Wall Street 
inside trader, among other things; none of it is really necessary. 

Washington has gone on this ride with Tony Scott once 
before, in 1995' s much superior Crimson Tide, wherein he did the 
same thing he does here — act as a soothing voice of reason in 
counterpoint to a loudly crazy white man. Where Robert Shaw 




was spare and stoic, John 
Travolta bounces off the 
walls, dropping F-bombs like 
pocket change, with a side 
order of bargain-basement 
Hannibal Lecter when 
Ryder pries the truth out of 
Garber about why he got 
busted down to dispatcher. 
Scott and Helgeland have 
reworked Pelham into a 
battle of wills between two 
temperamentally opposed 
men; at certain points Ryder 
starts to need to hear Garber 's 
voice, bleating for his return 
to the mic like a baby bawling for milk. 

None of this especially matters, though, because the true 
star of the 74 Pelham was New York. And though the remake 
was likewise filmed on location, you wouldn't know it from the 
way Scott fractures the footage into tatters. Ryder's cohorts are 
interchangeable; the great Luis Guzman is one of them, but he 
never gets anything to play. John Turturro and James Gandolfini, 
as a hostage negotiator and the mayor respectively, aren't allowed 
to show much personality; hell, Gandolfini did more with a few 
minutes of screen time as an affectionately sadistic hit man in 
Scott's True Romance. Tony Scott has always been a hack, but in 
the past, like Joseph Sargent, he knew enough to chill out and 
let a good screenplay steer the ship. Not any more. The original 
Pelham went like a shot without sacrificing the wonderfully 
irate character of the city or the thrills of the story. This one 
goes lOOmph right out of the gate and loses — no, disregards — 
everything that made the old classic work. I knew it within thirty 
seconds: the original began with a confidently cool main theme by 
David Shire, this one kicks off with "99 Problems" by Jay-Z. There 
you go: the movie tries so hard to be hip it can't possibly be cool.

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Rochester Council on Aging 

The Rochester Council on Aging was recently 
notified by the Massachusetts Executive Office of Trans- 
portation that it has been selected to receive a Mobility 
Assistance Program grant from the Executive Office 
of Transportation and Public Works in the amount of 
$39,912, according to Sharon Lally Director of the Roches- 
ter Council on Aging. 

The purpose of the grant is to provide eighty 
percent of the cost of one eight-passenger, single rear 
wheel Type E vehicle. The Council on Aging and/ or the 
Town of Rochester is expected to fund the remaining cost 
of the vehicle, or twenty percent, which is approximately 
$10,000. The vehicle will be manufactured over the next 
three months, with delivery expected sometime towards 
the end of September. 

Lally stated that the Council had submitted the 
grant application two years ago, and was just notified of 
the results. 'Tt was worth waiting for,'' she said emphati- 
cally. "We are just thrilled with this news. This is intended 
to be a replacement van for the oldest one of the same 
kind in our fleet of vehicles. It is fully handicapped ac- 
cessible with a hydraulic lift. In these current economic 
times, I expected we'd have to keep our request on our 
five year capital plan budget for many more years!" 

The Rochester Council on Aging provides the 
only public transportation in the Town of Rochester for 
the senior and/ or the disabled population.

Shelter 
President, Chrissy Tomkiewicz, has continued to face a 
financial battle since opening the shelter ten years ago. 

The shelter phone rings all day long - this is the 
time of year people are finding kittens under porches 
or in their yards. A Helping Paw will take in the kittens 
and rehabilitate them so they can be placed for adoption 
in loving homes, while spaying the moms so they won't 
breed anymore. 

Shelter volunteers are afraid that without the 
money to rescue and care for these cats and kittens, they 
will be left out to take their chances, trying to survive on 
their own. Chrissy goes on to say, "It is a shame that there 
are so many more cats and kittens out there that need our 
help, but we have our hands tied, not having the money 
to help them." 

To help these pets, the shelter is in need of any and 
all donations; monetary donations for medical care are 
most needed, but the shelter will also accept: canned cat 
food, clay litter, paper towels, regular bleach, and even 
antique and small furniture that can be sold at our thrift 
shop.

The YMCA's project will expand the current 
half-sized gymnasium into a full-sized gym, and build a 
new suspended exercise track to help ease the burden on 
its four-year old branch located on Charge Pond Road in 
Wareham. Originally built to accommodate 5,000 mem- 
bers, YMCA board of directors believes that expansion is 
necessary to maintain high quality member services for its 
7,100 members, and continue to meet emerging commu- 
nity needs.

Coalition for Buzzard's Bay 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the Town of 
Fairhaven have permanently protected 52 acres of forest 
land comprising a significant portion of the inland water- 
shed to the Nasketucket River, Austin Pond, and down- 
stream Little and Nasketucket Bays. 

The land will be owned and managed by the 
Town of Fairhaven Conservation Commission. A small 
piece of the land will be held by the Coalition while it 
works to clear an existing title issue and then it will also 
be conveyed to the town. 

The area, called Nasketucket Woods includes 
forest, freshwater wetlands, perennial streams, a vernal 
pool, and protected habitat for rare species, including 
the Eastern box turtle, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Nasketucket River. The property links to several other 
conservation areas, the Mariner Soccer Field complex and

the East Fairhaven elementary school. It will be open 
to the public for recreational activities, including hiking 
and bird watching. Trail improvement and maintenance 
activities are envisioned for the site. 

"The town is pleased that this land purchase has 
finally gone through. It is a significant piece of property 
that is environmentally sensitive and was vulnerable 
to development. With assistance from the Community 
Preservation Committee, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and town meeting members, Nasketucket Woods 
is now permanently protected for all residents to enjoy," 
said Fairhaven Town Planner Bill Roth. 

The Coalition helped facilitate the transaction 
by securing the option to purchase from the landowner 
and assisting the town with raising the necessary funds. 
The costs of the project were paid with funds from a 
state grant through the Local Acquisitions for Natural 
Diversity (LAND) Program (formerly known as the Self- 
Help Program), the Fairhaven Community Preservation 
Committee, a mini-grant from the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program and a loan from the Coalition's Bay 
Lands Revolving Fund. A local grassroots group. Friends 
of Nasketucket, helped with the acquisition by support- 
ing the Town's land application and building support at

The protection of natural lands in the watershed 
is critical to protecting water quality in Buzzards Bay. 
Healthy forests, wetlands and stream buffers serve a vital 
function as pollutant filters, absorbing as much as 90% 
of the nitrogen and other pollution generated by human 
activities before it reaches the bay. Land conservation also 
benefits local communities by protecting drinking water, 
wildlife, aesthetic vistas, open space, rural character, rec- 
reational opportunities and the special places that people 
treasure. 

"The town was interested in preserving this area 
primarily because it is located within a backup drinking 
water supply area. The Coalition was interested in seeing 
that it remain as open space because it sits within the 
watershed that drains into Little Bay, which suffers from 
nitrogen pollution," said Brendan Annett, Coalition vice 
president of watershed protection. 

The protection of Nasketucket Woods continues 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay's long-term focus on pre- 
serving natural lands surrounding Nasketucket Bay. Over 
the past decade, the Coalition has worked to protect such 
landmark properties as the Nasketucket Bay State Reser- 
vation, Nulands Neck and the Viveiros Dairy Farm.
